This  beautiful  Pattern  by  A.  A.  Weinman  was  originally  in  the  collection  of 
Waldo  Newcomer  later  passing  into  the  hands  of  Wayte  Raymond.  It  differs 
materially  from  the  two  1916  dime  patterns  in  the  mint  collection,  which 
were  formerly  assumed  to  be  unique  in  themselves.

Wayte  Raymond  has 
made  remarkable  progress  in  his  breakdown  of  the  Pattern  Types  and  we  understand  that  Dr.  J. 
Hewitt  Judd,  in  his  forthcoming  work,  will  give  a more  adequate  description  and  classification  of 
Essais  in  general.  We  earnestly  advise  collectors  to  give  this  offering  their  close  attention  as  we 
feel  that  many  of  these  pieces  represent  phenomenal  values.  Increasing  popular  demand,  when 
coupled  with  adequate  reference  works,  will  certainly  drive  prices  upward. 

We  include  the  A.  W.  numbers  for  purposes  of  identification  only.  The  values  following  each 
lot  represent  U.  S.  Pattern  Coin  Prices  taken  from  the  1950  list  prepared  by  Col.  James  W.  Curtis, 
and  combined  with  our  own  records,  indicate  the  average  price  at  which  each  piece  was  sold  or  offered 
during  the  years  1946-49.
